His eyes
bloodshot and blinkiog, his tingers workinge
spasmodically, aod the wuseles of his mouth
and face twitching couvulsively, made a sad
picture, He was [riendless, moneyless, aund
utterly brokem, The relics of u strong man-
hood, whut a terrible object he presented atl
that bar!
